tion, of al ſtrife 4 variance, of all ſtirres a 
troubles,and finally, ot all manner of dif 
o2der in the common wealth whatſocuer 
it be. Mete vou haue à ſhoꝛt ſumme of the 
Whole, A neꝛde ſayno moꝛe. Loke vppon 
theſe kewe poyntes, and mende them, and 
vou haue mended all. Thus much bꝛiefe⸗ 
ly foꝛ diſcozd and diſſention in the tempos 
 rall ſtate, and in tempo2all caules. 
No let vs come to the other kynde o 
diſcoꝛd, whiche troubleth the Churche ſo 
much. And heere is a greate controuer iie 
oꝛ queſtion amongſt men, whence-theſe 
troubles al the Churc he ſhonlde at ile, and 
who are chiefe: authoures ot them, And 
the controuerſie reſteth ſpeciallye : be 
tweene the Catholikes and vs, J meaur 
the Papiſtes and vs. And harre, when a 
ſpeatze of Papiſtes, vou mar not take me 
that J. meane cuexye: one that is rat 
thzoughiyxeſolued in euery poynte ot Re⸗ 
ligion: For there may; bermaup, un ae 
— pet 1 but wu ds 
B v when 
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when it ſhall pleaſe him, and pet in the 

meane time, are god ſubiectes to the 

Queene, and neceflarie members ok the 
common wealth, whome we mut not de⸗ 

ſpiſe, but pꝛay foꝛ. But vnder the name of 

Papiſtes, J compꝛehende thoſe. whyche 
cleaue altogither vnto the Pope and Pa⸗ 

pacte, and by open wo2de and wꝛiting, 

mainteyne the viurped anthozitie of the 
Biſhop of Rome, cantrary to the woꝛd ol 
God, and the lawes and Statutes of thys 
Realme, Bet weene theſe Papiſtes there⸗ 

koꝛe and vs is all the queſtion, whiche of 
vs two ſhuld be diſturbers ol the Church, 
we oꝛ they. They lap it ts our charge, and 
ſave, that we are thoſe that trouble the 
Church, and their reaſon is this, that be⸗ 
foze we beganne to decline from the 
Church of Rome, and to ſpurne againſt the 
Popes authozitte, all was well vnough, 
all was quiet at home, all was peaceable 
abzoade, there were no ffirres noz tron- 
bles in the common wealth, there was ns 
diſcoꝛd noz diſſention in the Churche, but 
. * | one 
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one vnifoꝛme, and-generall agremente; 
and conſente of all men-togither-in mats 
ters of: Keligion , and Faith; but after 
that we had once reuolted from that Ca⸗ 
tholike Church, and had ſhaken off from 
vs the obedience whiche we owe to ours 
holy father the Pope, then beganne all 
this diſcoꝛde and diſſention, then began all 
theſe ſtirres and troubles, then beganne 
_ all this hurlie burlie to be in the Churche⸗ 
and not only in the Church, but in all plas 
ces of the woꝛlde where the Churche is 
planted: then beganne men to fall togy⸗ 
ther by the eares, then nation und nation 
beganne to be at warre one with anos 
ther, vea, and nations within themſelues 
beganne to haue ciuill warre and bloud⸗ 
ſhead, to the great diſturbance of all gos 
policie and gouernement, as at this dape 
we ſee is come to paſſe in France, in Fader g; 
in Scotland, ę elſe where, to the great wõder 
of the wonld, and al this by our falling fro 
the Church ol Rome, ⁊ thertoꝛe we that are

from it, are the only cauſe of al the ffirres 
and troubles now in the Churche, and ſo 
conequentlye ,-of all the ſtirres and 
froubles that be in the: whale: wozide. 
This: is their reaſon that they bꝛyng as 
gainſt vs, a great reaſon doubtles, marke 
it well, this it is in fewer woꝛds . Te are 
thoſe that haue w arued fromthe Church 
of Rome, Erg - we are thoſe that trouble 
the Church, and the whole wozld; Do ver 
not marke their argument: it is a muthe 
like reaſon, as it the old ſcribes and Pha- 
riſes of the Jewiſh Sinagog ſhould come 
againe, and ſave vnto Ch2ilt; that befoꝛe 
be and his Apoſfles beganne to ſpeake a- 
gainſte them, and their authoꝛitie, and to 
Meach againſt their doctrine and traditi⸗ 
ons, and ſo to carrie the people another 
wap, all things were very well, all was 
quiet with them, there were no ſtirres, no 
troubles, no tumultes amongſt᷑ the peo⸗ 
ple, there was no diſcoꝛd noꝛ diſlention in 
the C hurche, noꝛ in Church matters, but 
_—_ agretd very well togither, in da⸗ 
. crine, 


at the Aſsiſes in Suſſex. 
ctrine, in ceremonies, in traditions, in re⸗ 
ligion, and ſo foꝛth, all was huſh + peace, 
(vea fozſoth) the Diuell might ſleepe quiz; 
etly, there was none to wake him, none 
to trouble his Ringdome: but after that 
he and his Apoſtles had onte ſhaken their 
holy Mother the ſinagogue; and had diſs 
puted againſte their abuſes, und defacen 
their docrine, and diſcouered their hipo⸗ 
criũe, and ſo by that meanes had blemi⸗ 
ſhed their authoꝛitie and eſfimation:why: 
now the woꝛlde was changed, the people 
were not as they were wonte to be, they 
ſhewed not their accuſtomed obedienco 
and reuerence to their oldecholy fathers 
and gupdes the Stribes and Phariſes; 
but beganne to fall from them, vea, and ta 
murmure and grudge agaynſte them, as 
ſeducers and decepuers of the people, and 
all thys came by hym and hys Apoſtles 
ſpeaking a gainſte them, therefozehe and 
his Apoſtles were the onelp cauſe of all 
firres and troubles in Jew2y. A muche 
like reaſon allo, as if en Acab ſhould 

come

tome againe, and ſay to the god Pꝛophet᷑ 
Helias, that befoze he beganne to open 
his month againſt Jezabel and hir Chap⸗ 
lens, and to inueigh ſo vehemetly againſt 
Baal, and his ſacrificing Pꝛieſts, Iſraell 
was quiet ynough, there was no ſfirre 
amongſt the people, but after that he had 
ſhaken that Jdoll; and had ſhamed and 
confounded his Jdolatrous Pꝛieſts, then 
beganne to be ſome ſtirres amongſt the 
people, ⁊ therefoze it was he that troubled: 
all Iſraell.Theſe were the reaſons which 
the Scribes and Phariſes and wicked A⸗ 
chab b2ought againſt Chꝛiſt and Þelias, 
and J p2ay pon, are they not all one with 
that which our aduerſaries bꝛing againſt 
vs: Pou are thoſe(ſay they) that ſpeake a⸗ 
gainſt the Churche of Rome, and haue diſ⸗ 
ſented from it, therfoꝛe, you are authours 
of all ſtirres and troubles in the Church, 
and in the whole woꝛld. May they not e⸗ 
uen with the ſelfeſame reaſon conclude as 
well againſt Chꝛiſt, and ſav, that hee was 
Authour of all tumults in /ewry, 6 àgainſt 
Helias, that he was Authour of all trous 
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bles-in-7/7«cl, hytauſe the one ſpake as 
gainſt the Scribes andPhariſes,and dif- 
ſented from their cozruptions,the other as 
gainſt Baall & his Pꝛieſtes, x would nat 
aſſent to their Jdolatrie. Surely pᷣ̊ reaſon 
is all one:but no man(A thinke) will ſay, 
that Chaiſtindrede was the Authour of al 
tumults in cry, though be dilſented from 
y Jewiſh Sinagog:noz that Hellas was 
v Authour of all troubles in /ael though 
he dillented from Baals Pꝛieſts. And euẽ 
o I thinke, no man will ſape of vs, oꝛ at 
leaſtwiſe can ſap iuſtly, that we are Aus 
thours now of all ſtirres « troubles in the 
Church though we haue diſſented. z do ſtil 
diſſent from the Church ol Nyme. oz it is 
not our dillenting fro the Church ol Rome 
that bꝛeedes theſe troubles in the Church, 
but it is the Church of Ame it ſelfe, which 
would haue al men to conſent with hir a⸗ 
gainſt þ truth of p Goſpell, t againſt God 
himſelf, t al Gods fozbod. A grant inderde 
we diſſent fr p Church of Kam, but why, 
bytauſe Þ-Church of .me dillenteth from 
Chꝛiſt and his Church. J grant alſo that 


vpon 
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| byon this our diffenting from them; much 
parts taking dothe followe, and ot partes 
taking conimeth diltozde, and ol difco:de 
times enſdetb batte andblondfhead, 
and muth ads. But who are in the fauie⸗ 
wethat diſlent krom them in the iw ertour 
o they whiche will not auent vnto vs in 
the truth we tell them that the ert and 
we pꝛotie cut of Gods worde hewr and 
ein they erre, and this fozſwth'tat 
not they and theiysabide; but ate ungrt 
with vs, and repiyagalntk vs, and heerenf 
tommeth all thoſe troubles, and tragical 
ſrixres thut be how in the Church e. But 
inthe meantime, whiche five is it that 
trotibles the Churche 2 do we trouble the 
Thurche which tell them ok thife things 
8) do they trouble ti Church, wi che ca 
not abide to heare or theſe things: in deede 
ik telling them truth, 02 P22athinethe 
Goſpell vnto them, doe trouble them and 
the world, J muſt needes ſay, that we are 
thoſe men that trouble them, and that 
trouble the world. But pet bow' 7 me 
per 
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perlie af our ſelues, noꝛ of ſet purpoſe, but 
(as the Logitians ape) Peraccidens, acci- 
dentallye, and by occafts,bycauſe they can 
not abide to heare the truth, Fo? it is nof 
the pꝛoper effecte and woꝛke of the Goſ- 
pell, to bzing trouble with it vnto men, 
but rather to bꝛing toy and peace of con⸗ 
ſtience vnto thoſe that heare it, and em⸗ 
bꝛace it. And if it happen to fall out other⸗ 
wile, as off times we ſee it doth, the faulte 
is not to be imputed to the Pꝛeaching of 
the Goſpell, noꝛ to the Goſpell it ſelle, but 
to the enill diſpoſition ot ſuch men, as can 
not bꝛoke it, noꝛ abide to heare it. And ſo 
we may ſay that Chꝛiſt alſo tronbled Ju⸗ 
rie, and all the wo2ld,bycauſe he pꝛeached 
the Goſpell amongſt the Jewes whyche 
tould not abide to heare it, and bycauſe he 
ſent his Apoſtles abꝛoade into the woꝛlde 
to pꝛeache the ſame amongſt the Gen- 
tiles, whyche lykewife could not abide to 
heare it. Foz the pꝛeaching of the Goſpell 


2 wpiche is called of Sathicte Paule erm? 
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was dnto the Jewes a ſtumbling blocks 
oꝛ offence, and vnto the Greekes oz Gen⸗ 
tiles it was foliſhnefſe, and a very vnſa⸗ 
uerie thing. It was offenſiue to p Jewes, 
and vnſauerie to the Gentiles, and theres 
foꝛe they coulde not abide to heare it, and 
if they heard it at any time as ſometimes 
they did againſt their will) it ſeemed vnto 
them not onely to bee mere diſcoꝛde and 
diſſention, but alſo it ſeemed to be a very 
fwo2d vnto them, and a kinde of warre as 
gainſt their ſkate, as in dede after a ſozte 
it was. Foz the Pꝛeaching of the Goſpell 
was a ſpirituall diſcoꝛde and diſlention 
againſte their wozldlie vnitie, the pꝛea⸗ 
ching of the Goſpell was a ſpirituall 
warre againſte their carnall peace: the 
p2eaching of the Goſpell was a ſpirituall 
ſwoꝛd againft their humane doctrine and 
traditions, it was a ſwoꝛde to tutte awap 
their blindneſſe and ignoꝛance:to cutte a⸗ 
wap their hypotriſie and diſſimulation:ts; 
tutte away theirerronr, ſuperſtition. and 
ae, to cutte WP their ac 
1 ip⸗ 
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tipping of God, t falſe wo:ſhipping of J- 
dols. At was a ſwoꝛd to rippe the vp, t lay 
the open to hᷣ woꝛld, that all me might ſee 
them, & diſcerne them of what ſpirit they 
were, how cötrary to Þ ſpirit of God, + of 
Chzift. And as p̊ Pꝛeaching of the Goſpel 
was then vnto b Jewes + Gentiles, euen 
ſo is it ſtill at this day to all carnall and 
wozldlp minded men, y can not abide to 
heare it, it is a kind of warre vnto them, x 
a.verp ſwoꝛd to their heartes. And in this 
reſpect is it, x to this ſenſe, that our ſauiour 
Chꝛiſt, though he were p Pꝛinte of peace; 
pet thus ſaith of himſelf in p Goſpell: xn 
veni in mundum vt pacem afferam. ere. I am 
not come (ſapeth he) into the Worlde to 
bring peace with me to the worlde, but ra- 
ther to ſend a ſword into it. Peaning ther⸗ 
by he came not to rocke men aſlœpe, x to 
crie peate peace, where was no peace: 
he came not to crie peace vnto me in their 
wickednes:he came not to crie peace vnto 
the in their blindnes, in their ignozaͤte, in 
their ercvur, in their ſupertkttiõ, in their i⸗ 

. C. ij. dolatrie. c: 
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he came not thus to rocke men allæpe, 
no2 to crpe peace to the woꝛlde in theſe 
things, wherein could be no peace, but hee 
came rather with a ſwoꝛd into the woꝛlde 
to fight againſt theſe things,and to fighte 
againſt y woꝛlde, bycauſe of theſe things, 
be came to fight (as Daina Paule ſapth) 
againlt rule and power, againft woꝛldly 
rulers of the darkeneſſe of this woꝛlde, 
and agaiuſte ſpirituall craftineſſe in hea- 
uenly things, that is to ſaye,againfte the 
Diuell, and his ſubtill illuſions : againffe 
theſe things came he to fight, and not only 
to fight himſelfe againſt theſe things, but 
alſo to muſter his Souldioures and Caps 
taines, his Apoſtles, his Euangeliſts, hys 
Pꝛophets, his Partirs, and all other god 
Winiſters and members of his Churche, 
he came to muſter them (J ſap) and to put 
them in readines, that they togither with 
him, vea, and after him alſo, when he was 
gone, might be ready to make warre, and 
to fight, not againſte God and bis people; 
ou againlt the * W mn 
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Phariſes, and the whole Jewiſhe Sina- 
gog, which ſeduced Gods people, a gaynſt 
the arrogante and vapnegloꝛious Philo⸗ 
ſophers, whiche ſeduced the Heathen and 
Gentiles, ag ainſte Antechziſt and his mi⸗ 
niſters, whiche ſeduced the whole woꝛlde: 
againſte theſe (J ſap)and ſuch other lyke, 
came he and his Apoſtles to fighte. But 
with what cwoꝛde 2 not with a tempozall 
ſWoꝛde, not with that ſwoꝛde whiche the 
Pope giueth ſo liuely in his Scutchion, 
where he croſſeth the key with the ſwo2d, 
and toyneth them togither in his armes, 
fignifying thereby, that not onely ſpiri⸗ 
tuall iuriſdiction is committed vnto him, 
but alſo that he hathe the power of the 
tempoꝛall ſwoꝛde in his hande. Chꝛyſte 
and his Apoſtles came not to fight wyth 
thys ſwo2de, noꝛ with fire, noꝛ with kag⸗ 

cot, no2 with hatchet, noz with halter, 
wherewith the Pope hathe murthereda 
great number of the god Saincts and ſer⸗ 
uants of God, noꝛ to make any ciuill war 
02 tumults among the nations, whereof 
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the Pope hath alway bin a great authoz: 
Chꝛiſte ( ſay) and his Apoſtles came not 
to fight with any ſuch ſwoꝛd, noz after a- 
ny ſuch ſoꝛte, but he came to fight with a 
ſpirituall ſwoꝛde, with pꝛeaching ot the 
Golpell,and with the wozd ol God, which 
of Sainct Paule is called the ſwoꝛd of the 
fpirit, Take vnto you (ſaith he) the ſword 
of the ſprite, whiche is the worde of God. 
This therefo2e is the ſwoꝛd that Chꝛyſte 
bꝛought into the woꝛld, this is the ſwoꝛde 
that he fought withall againſt the wozld, 
So then you ſee now, that Chꝛiſt alſo him 
ſelfe trenbled the wozlde after a ſoꝛte, but 
pet you heare how he troubled it, you ſee 
that he vſed the ſwo2de, and foughte wyth 
the ſwo2de, but yon heare what ſwoꝛde it 
was that he fought withal:youſee that he 
bimſelfe bꝛoughte diſcoꝛde and dilſention 
with him into the wozld, but you heare a⸗ 
gainſte whome , and againſte what hes 
bꝛotght it. Aridene ſo we likewiſe, whom 
_ they/accuſe, to de troublers of the worlde, 
We tonkeſſe of our lelnes 1 — 
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trouble the woꝛlde after a ſoꝛte, but pet ſo 
as Chꝛiſt troubled it: we tonfeſſe that we 
vie the ſwoꝛd, and fight with it, but ſuch a 
ſwoꝛd as Chꝛiſt himſelfe vied and fought 
withall: we conteſſe that we bꝛing diſcoꝛd 
and diſſention amongſt men, but pet a- 
ga inſt ſuch as we ſhoulde bꝛing it, and a⸗ 
gainſt ſuch as we ought to bꝛing it. Me 
bꝛing not diſcoꝛd and diſſention againſte 
God, noꝛ againſt Chꝛiſt, noꝛ againſte the 
G-ſpell,no2 againſt the woꝛd of God, noz 
againſte the doctrine of the Apoſtles and 
Pꝛophets, we bꝛing no luche diſcoꝛd e diſ⸗ 
ſention into the woꝛlde, but we bꝛing dil⸗ 
toꝛd t diſſention againſt palpable bi ind⸗ 
neſſe « ignozance: we bꝛing diſcoʒde & diſ⸗ 
Fention againſte errour, ſuperſtition, and 
:Fdolatrie:we bꝛing dilcoꝛd and diſfention 
againſt mens doctrines # traditiõs which 
are chtrary to gods woꝛd: we bzing diſcgzd 
t diſſentid againſt Papiſtrie 4. Atheiſme: 
we bzing diſcoꝛd 4 diſſention again 
. techaiſt aud bis kingdome: we. baing hit 
nt diſſentiõ * „e 
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Gods conſpired enimies whiche dilagrer 
from vs in the truth, but ca agree amögſt. 
themſelues tw well in all falſchode and 
wickedneſle, if it may ſerue to their owne 
filthy gaine and aduantage. Againſt theſe 
is it that we bꝛing diſcoꝛd and diſlention, 
if it may be called diſcoꝛd that is againſte 
the enimies of God. But in deede, it is no 
diſcoꝛd at all, oz at leaſtwiſe, no ſuch kind 
of diſcoꝛde, as the Apoſtle here gineth vs 
warning to beware or and auoyde, ans 
therefoze conſequently, the diſcoꝛd which 
we are charged with, being eyther no dil⸗ 
coꝛde at all, oz no ſuche diſcoꝛd as is here 
repꝛoued by the Apoſtle, it muſt nedes 
follswe, that eyther we are no authoures 
at all of diſcoꝛde (as they accuſe vs) oꝝ ił 
we be authoures of diſcoꝛde, it is of ſuche 
as is god and commendable, and ſo yet 
we are god authoures and commendable: 
authours of god c comendable diſcozde; x 
authoꝛs of ſuch diſcoꝛd, as is neceflary foz 
the Church to haue, and of ſuch diſcoꝛd, as 
without which p doctrine of p Goſpel can 
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ndt take place, oꝛ if it do, cannot long hold: 
and cotinue., Foꝛ, if there be no dillenting 
from falſhode and lyes, whiche haue been, 
and are, and will be to the woꝛldes ende, 
ſo long as the Diuell hath to do with the 
woꝛld, if there be no diſſenting (J ſap) fro: 
them, doubtleſle the trueth of the Goſpell 
can neuer take ſure rote, noꝛ be thꝛough⸗ 
ly ſetled, but will be ſone oner-growne, 
o2 rather ouerthzowne and wepeddswne 
with the ſtinking weerdes of mans witte, 
Which the Diuell doth ſtill kepe occupp⸗ 
ed, with odde topes and deuiſes of their 
owne, contrarie to the woꝛd of God, on⸗ 
ly to ſhake oꝛ ſhadowe the trueth withall. 
So then oure Diſcoꝛse you lee is no diſ⸗ 
coꝛde, oꝛ if it be, it is god and neceſſarie 
Diſcoꝛde : and thus are we de liuered of 
. that inkamie and llaundor whiche they 
bꝛing vppon vs, and are not to be chars 
ged in derde with thoſe ſturg and troubies 
of the Church, whych they name vs to ber 
Fathers ok. L 
Well, then what ſh att we ſay2ts the | 
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matter : ffurres + troubles there are in? 
Church, great diſcoꝛd and diſlention there 
is amongeſt vs, whence ſhall we ſearche 
fo; the cauſe hereof 2 02 whome ſhall wer 
make to be authours of it, that the woꝛlde 
may knowe them and eſchewe them? we 
wil go no further, but to the rule that the 
Apoſtle here ſetteth downe , foz trpall ot 
the matter: 

1 praye you brethren (ſapeth he) 
haue an eye vnto thoſe men, whiche cauſe 
Diſcorde and diſſention amongſt you, and 
giue occaſion of offences comtrane-to the 
doctrine that you haue receyued, and 
eſchewe them . Here is the rule ſetts 
downe. 

Now therkoꝛe let vs loke about, and 
ſe whether we can eſpye where anpe dil⸗ 
coꝛde is rapſed, o2 where anye occaſion 
of offence is giuen, againſte the doctrine 
which we haue recepned of the Apoſtles. 
And if we finde any matter that bꝛerdeth 
= ſuche Diſcoꝛde, oz anye manne, that 

mini⸗ 
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miniſtreth anye ſuche matter to bꝛerde 
Diſcdzde withall againſte the doctrine 
ofthe Apoſtles, lette vs be bolde to ſape 
that the ſame matter bꝛeeding ſuche Diſ⸗ 
toꝛde, and the ſame man miniſtring ſuch 
matter, are the verpe cauſes and cauſers 
of al furres and troubles that be nowe in 
the Cburche. 

And here wil it pleaſ2 oure gen⸗ 
tle friendes the Catholickes to gine 
vs leaue nowe another whyle , to be 
bolde with them, as they haue bene with 
vs, andto tel them in their eare, that al 
this matter will lighte vppon their owne 
neckes: J wil not holde pou long, the time 
is ſomewhat paſte, and J deſire of my ſelf 
to beer ſhoꝛte, and J wyll be the ſhoꝛ ter, 
bycauſe J goe not nowe aboute ſo muche 
to p20ne matters vnto pou whyche pon 
Midwe not, as to moue vou to the'idilts 
gente” conſideration of thoſe thinges 
whyche ber alreadye knowen vntd pon 
und therefoze nerde na pꝛoule 469A 
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will referre it to your own knowlege and 
conſcience, (if you know any thing at all, 
oꝛ haue heard any thing of God, and of his 
woꝛd) J wil referre it to your own knows 
ledge, whether it be not mamifeffly true 
that J wil ſay of them. And this it is that 
I ſape, that they and their matters, that 
is to {ap:thep,and the doctrine which they 
teach : they, and the bokes whiche they 
weite, do bꝛerde and ingender diſcoꝛd and 
diſſention, doe bꝛede and ingender occaſi⸗ 
ons of offences againſt the doctrine of the 
Apoſcles, and therefoꝛe thep and thepz 
matters do canſe all thoſe ſturs and trou⸗ 
bles that be nowe in the Church, and ars 
the very thinges in deede whiche the Apo⸗ 
ftle here in this place exhoꝛteth vs to be⸗ 
ware of, and to eſchewe. And now iudge 
pour ſelues whether this be not true that 
I ſaye, Foꝛ (as J tolde yon) J will ſape 
nothing but within youre owne kenning. 
Haue they not J pꝛap vou bꝛought an in⸗ 
finite number of traditizs into the Chur⸗ 
che ol Chꝛiſte, cleane contrarie to the do- 

ctrine 
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ctrine of Chꝛiſle, and of his Apoffles 2 of 
whoſe deuice was pꝛiuate Maſſe, and the 
pꝛopiciatoꝛie ſacrifice of p ſame: of whoſe 
| deuice was inuocatid of ſaints? of whoſe 
dcuice was adozation of Images: who 
b2onghte in Purgatozie, pꝛaper foz2 the 
deade, Pilgrimage, oz Peregrination fo 
dumbe ſtockes oꝛ ſtones, auriculer Con⸗ 
keſlion, Church chaſtitie, Ponkiſh vows, 
and a thouſand ſuch other, if it were woz- 
thie the time to reherſe them? Df al whi⸗ 
che notwithft anding, there is not ſo much 
as one, that is once named oꝛ ſpoken of 
by the Apotkles, much lefſe commaunded 
92 commended vnto vs by any doctrine of 
theirs. And vet all theſe thinges doe they 


and wꝛite great volumes ol them, and by 
pꝛeaching and writing doe maintaine 
them to the vttermoſte, thoughe direckly 
+ againſte the doctrine of the Apoſkles. 
+ Whiche thing, as it is a ſnare to the fins 
ple, and doth mernailouſfly intangle they? 
eee, that they tannot tell whych 
way 
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wape to turne them, ſo it is a greate of- 
fence vnto the godly to ſe it, and in derde 
can not abyde it, but repꝛoue them foz 
it : and hereof comes the Diſcoꝛde and 
dillention that is bet werne vs and them, 
and all the whole ſturres and troubles 
that are in the Churche. But now iudge 
pou (as J ſape) who be the authours of al 
this, whether we which pꝛofeſſe the Goſs 
pell and cleaue to the onlye wꝛitten woꝛd 
of G O D, and recepue and allowe the 
dactrine of the Apoſtles, oz they, which 
beſides the Goſpell, and beſives Gods 
woꝛde, and cleane againſte the Apoſtles 
doctrine, doe bꝛing fancies and deuices ol 
their owne, and ftabliſhe the ſame moſte 
diuelliſhly in the Church of Chꝛiſt, to the 
great hurte of the ſimple (as J ſayde be⸗ 
foze) and the grieuous offence of all that 
ber godlye. Sure Jam, that by the rule 
here ol Saint Paul, vou muſt needs iudge 
them to bee the authours and wozkers of . 


all this Diſco2de and diſention,and of all 
firs and troubles that are in the Church.

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J will omitte to ſhewe pon that they ars 
authours alſo ot all other troubles a⸗ 
bꝛoade in the woꝛlde, of Diſcoꝛde and diſ⸗ 
ſention betweene Pꝛinces, ot ciuil warres 
and tumults, o bloudſhed and murther, ol 
pꝛiuie mutinies and open inſurrections a⸗ 
gainſt the ſtate: although J mighte lay 
befoꝛe pour eyes manifolde txamples and 
manifeſt pꝛoues hereof, euen amongeit 
our ſelues here in England of late dapes, 
both by theyꝛ Bulles whyche they ſente 
hyther to diſcharge menne of they lopal- 
tie and obedience vnto they? ſoueraigne, 
and alſo by moſte ſpitefull and contu- 
melious bokes, whyche S AVN DER E 
and ſuche others his companions haue 
waitten and ſente oner into the Realme 
moſte traytozouſipe, to ſtirre vppe the 
Nueenes ſubieces, and euen with open 
woꝛdes to animate them fo rebell a- 
gainſt hir owne perſon. Oh, theſe be fitte 
guydes to gouerne the Church. But Y. 
wyll omitte (A ſaye) to ſpeake of theſe. 
things vnto pou, J wyll referre you _ 

; o 
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fo the Cronographers whiche haue noted 
the facts and geſts of cucry age and time, 
and ſpecially to thoſe which haue wꝛitten 
of the pꝛactiſes of Popiſhe Pꝛelates, ei⸗ 
ther by Eccleſaſticall hiſtoꝛie o2- other- 
wiſe: althoughe what neede you to ſeeke 
any further foꝛ the things whiche are vn- 
der youre owne epes, and whiche you are 
already by daply experience wel arquain- 
ted with, and to well in deede, if it were 
Gods will. Let them goe, vou ſee well y- 

noughe what they are. 
But nowe there be other ſects beſides 
theſe whiche doe verye muche trouble and 
diſturbe the Churche, and ciuill fate, as 
Anabaptiſtes, Libertines, and ſuch other 
like, which wold haue no common wealth 
at al, but yet allthinges common, whi⸗ 
the woulde haue no Rule no2 Maieſtracie 
amongeſt the people, but yet woulde rule 
and raigne abeue Magiſtrates, whyche 
woulde haue no la wes, but pet woul ddo 
what wꝛong they liſte contrarie to la we, 
of which ſoꝛte are thoſe that ſticke not to 
teache 
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feache out ol open Pulpita, to beare me 
fonoly in hande, that it can not be found 
within the two claſpes of the Bible, that 
Chꝛiſtian men may goe to lawe , oz ſug 
ove! an other. And what elſe is this 1 
pape pon, hut to ouerturue all policie and 
gouernement, and to haue no common 
wealth at all e Foz it we maye not vſe the 
lawes, we mult haue no laws, it no laws, 
then no Pagiſtrates, if no Pagiſtrates, 
then no obediente, if no obedience, then 
no oꝛder, if no oꝛder, then (as I ſaide) no 
common wealth at all, but euerie manne 
mape liue ałter his owne conimon wil, as 
he liſte hymſelle, and as his owne ſpirite 
ſhall moue him, whyche is the ſtincking 
opinion and dere linke in derde ol al Ana⸗ 
baptiſtrie. uch men therkoꝛe muſt be lo⸗ 
ked vpon. And J am afraid leaſt the Puri⸗ 
fans alſo( as pau tall them ) an other ſed 
latelp ſpꝛung vppe amongeſt vs, doe 
ſell ſhꝛewolyat᷑ this ill fauozed ſmoake. 


BY Rome; aud of others J thoughte- 
4 D. to 
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to haue ſpoken moꝛe, but the time cuttes 
me off. And ok ſome cf theſe ſetts, there 
be amonglt pour ſelues that knows ſomes 
what moꝛe than J doe, and ther efoze ou 
ſhall not nede mine inſtructiontherein-J 
will thercfoze dzawe nowe to an end. You: 
haue hearde ſufficiently (as Jitruſt)whees; 
all Diſcozde and diſſention commeth, and 
who be the Authours of all ſtirres and: 
troubles both in ciuill matters touching 
the ciuill ſtate: And alſo in matters of the 
Church, touching the ſkate Eccleſiaſtical. 
Wie foꝛmer kinde I deliuercd vnto you in 
a ſumme, and gaue pou only aſhozt views: 
of it, but yet ſuch as doeth imply: in it ſelfe; 
a ſuffictente conſideration of-ydure whols 
charge in that behalfe. The otherkinde J 
bandled ſomewhat moze at length, and 
declared vnto pou plainlpe and perticular⸗ 
lp who be the chiefe Authours of Diſcoꝛd 
and diſlention, and of all ſturres and tro⸗ 
bles in the Church, namelp, the Papiſtes, 
the Cn „the Lpbertmes, the 
Puritans, 
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Puritanes, and ſuche other like ſectes, the 
ſeuerall diſcourſes whereof , J thinke I 
tall not ne&de to recommende vnto yours 
memoꝛies by anye new repeticion neither 
doth the time luffer it. > 
This only nowe reſteth (O pe iudges 
and Juſtices and the reſidue that are here 
aſſembled togither to this pzeſent Sellion) 
p pou haue a god care, as J doubt not but 
pou haue, foꝛ þ ſpedie redzeffe of al things 
that are amille, but ſpecially of diſcoꝛd and 
diſſention, whiche whereſoener it be there 
can be nothing but amiſſe. Foz it is the 
rote of all euill, and the ſpꝛing of all milſ⸗ 
chiefe . Mherefoꝛe apply pour ſelues, (4 
beſeeche you) enerye manne in poure oꝛ⸗ 
der and degree , to the appeaſing of con⸗ 
trouerſtes and ſtrife, laboure what 
pou can to alley Diſcozde and Dil⸗ 
ſention in all manner of matters and 
amongeſt all manner of ſtates, Dil⸗ 
co2de and Diſſention amongeſt Tem⸗ 
* menne, Diſcoꝛde and diſſention 
| : #121! 21D the among 
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amongeſt Spirituall menne, diſcoꝛde in 
poure policie, diſcozde in oure miniſterie, 
diſcozde in the common wealth, diſcozde: 
in the Churche, and ſpeciallye the diſcozd: 
that is in the Church. Foz d other tẽdeth 
to the annoyance of your tempo2alffate, 
but this extẽdeth to v loſſe of, eternall life, 
there is a greats oddes therkoze betwene 
theſe two, both are to be regarded, but 
pet the one is to be pꝛeferred aboue the 
other, ſo muche as Golde is to be pze- 
ferred aboue Silner, fo much as the ſoule 
aboue the bodie, as Heauen aboue Earth, 
as euerlaſting thinges aboue thinges mas 
mentanie and cozruptible . Wherefozo 
haue a care in Gods name foz youre ciuill 
ſtate, and foꝛ the common wealth, and 
foz youre Countrep, but haue a ſpeciall 
care foꝛ pour Spirituall ate, whiche is 
the health of youre ſoules, and foz poure 
Spirituall connnon wealth, whiche is the 
Churche of Chꝛiſte, and foz youre Spiri 
tuall Countrie whiche is Heanen aboue. 
Foz pou are but Pilgrims here in Earth, 
and 
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« ſfrangers in this vale of duſte and clape, 
neither haue pou any permanent houſe az 
icitie here in this woꝛlde, as the Apoltie 
ſapth: but pvur citie is the Celeſtiall Je- 
ruſalem an high, and there muſt pou build 
pour habitat ion, there muſte you builde 
pour houſes, i you thinke to dwel and in⸗ 
habite foz euer. Deſpiſe not poure houſes 
here on earth, noz your gwdes, noꝛ poure 
landes, noꝛ poure liuing, noꝛ pour life, foz 
thele are the tẽpoꝛal giftes of God, yea, x 
god giftes of God to, if they be not ill vs 
ſed : Deſpile them not therefoze (A ſaye) 
builde theſe thinges vnto poure ſelues, in 
the name of God, builde vou houſes, build 
pou cities here on earth, butlde godes, 
builde landes, builde linings vnto youre 
ſelues, builde your tempozal kate here, 
pea, and builde ciuill peace and vnitie a» 
monalt your ſelues fo2 the conſeruati⸗ 
on and confinuaunce of poure tempoꝛall 
fate, no maine fayes pou nap, thep are 
thinges lawfull to be done, pca, and they 
are well done of you, ſo that you do them 
TD.ity. iuſtly 
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iuſtlye and truely and in tha feare of God 
and without iniurp oꝛ wꝛong vnto others: 
but pet lette pour chicfe buplding be in 
heauen and ot heauenlye things, buplde 
vpon the true religion of GO D, -bupld 
vpon the bzoken bodie of Chꝛiſte, buylde 
bpon the peace and vnitie of his Church, 
buylde vppon poure ſelues into his 
Churche and into his bodye, whereof 
poure ſelues are members, as well and 
as muche as anpe others, who ſo e- 
uer thep be that beare the greateſt 
names and titles of the Church, buylde 
theſe thynges (J ſape) and lape youre 
heades and handes togpther vnkap⸗ 
nedlpe to plucke vppe bp the rotes 
all Difcozde and Dillention, whyche is 
a lette vnto thys buplding. And foz as 
muche as the effecte canne neuer ceaſe 
excepte the cauſe be firſte taken awaye, 
firſte therefoze take awaye the cauſes 
of Diſcoꝛde and Diſſention out of bothe 
ſkates ciuilland Ecclefiafticall, andthe 
thing 
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Abing it ſelfe will ſone vaniſhe awaye. 
Remoue from the common wealthe, er⸗ 
toztion, oppꝛeſion , bziberie, periu⸗ 
rie, with fuche other like vices, and 
puniſhe thoſe perſons that offende ther⸗ 
m, acoꝛding to the lawes and ffa- 
tates of this Nealme, and pou ſhall 
ſee all Diſcoꝛde and diſſention in the ciuill 
Mate will ſone come to an ende. Kc moue 
from the Church Papiltry, Anabaptiſi ry, 
Atbeiſme, Puritaniſme, with luche other 
Hereticall ſeats, and puniſhe thoſe pers» 
ſons that offende therein accoꝛding to the 
lawes and ſtatutes of the realme, and pou 
ſhall ſe all Diſco2de and diſlention in the 
Churche and in Churche matters wyll 
ſone come to an eude. And bpcauſe euerpe 
man bath his oſfice anb authozu ie from 
G O D by meaſure and limitation, 
ſome moze, ſome-leſſe , ſome one way, 
ſome another waye, lette cuerpe manne 
baue a ſpeciall exe vnto that charges 
wbyche: is mm incidente to hys 
ff, » Dai... _ 
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his office and callyng ., lette hym ens 
quire that ſhauld enqupꝛe, let him pꝛeſent 
that ſhoulde pꝛeſent, lette him ſpeake that 
ſhoulde ſpeake, let him heare that ſhoulde 
heare, let him iudge that ſhoulde iudge, 
lette him execute, that ſhoulde execute, 
and ſo fozth, lette euerye manne doe that 
whiche ſpeciallys appertepneth to bis 
office , and lette him doe it in the feare 
of GO D and wyth an vpꝛight heart, 
diligentipe and faithfullye, and we ſhal 
ſe all that is amiſſe will ſone be amen⸗ 
ded, But J feare there is many a one 
comes hither pro forma tantum (ds they ſay) 
fo2 faſhion ſake on v, and to fil vp the Seb 
ſions, but howe to diſcharge their conſci⸗ 
ence is the furtheft part of their thought, 
pea they thinke not once of it at al. Do pe 
not thinke that vou might finde manpe 
neſtes of ſhꝛe wd ſtinging waſpes lurking 
in co2ners aboute you, if vou would ſeeke 
foꝛ them. Nape rather do not wee thinke 
that you knowe alreadie where they 
are if pou woulde vtter them Ah 
remember 
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remember whome pou come here to ſerue: 
not man onlp, from whoſe eyes peu mape 
bide many things, but God, who ſeth into 
the ſecretes of youre heartes, and from 
whome pou can conceale nothing. Lake 
therefoze well aboute you, dallienot with 
God, he will not be playde witgall, goe 
thzough with the matters pe take in 
hand, and hault not foꝛ any reſpea, eyther 
'of pleaſing, oꝛ diſpleaſing ot man, but ſtu⸗ 
die to pleaſe God bp pour true and faiths 
full ſerutce at this time, as vou wil thinke 
to cleere pour ſelues in that day, when you 
ſhall ſtande befoze the tribunall ſcate-of 
Chzilte, to render accompte of youre do⸗ 
ings. Loke therefoze moꝛe narrowlp fs

out, pꝛeſente, and puniſh ſuch exceſſes and 
defaultes, as be committed againſte the 
ſcabliſhmente of Gods true Religion, and 
the quiet ſtate of his Church, Jwis Jwis 
there are many curff Calues of Baſon as 
bꝛoade, whiche ſince they ſuckte the Bull 
that came from Rome, haue giuen overall 
D. v. obedi⸗ 
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Obedience and allegiance both to God 
and the Nucene. Foz befoze that time, 
they coulde be contente to come to the 
Churche and to heare Sermons, and to 
recepue the Sacramentes, and to vſe 
common Pꝛaper with the reſt of the 
congregation of Chꝛiſte, and ſo fo2the. 
They were confo2mable in all reſpeces, 
and contente to doe anye thing that be- 
ſemed god Chꝛiſtians to doe, but ſince 
they ſuckte that madde Bull , they are 
become euen as bzapneſicke Calues, 
frowarde , fubbozne , diſobediente in 
woꝛde anddeede, not to be ledde noꝛ oꝛ⸗ 
dered by any reaſon, and J would it were 
no woꝛzſe. And pet theſe fozſoth can not 
be ſeene noꝛ heard of when time of refoꝛ⸗ 
mation is: they can not be heard of at the 
quarter Seſſions, noꝛ nowe at theſe ge⸗ 
nerall Seſſions, noꝛ when anye commiſ⸗ 
ſton is ſitte vpon fc2 the redꝛeſle of luche 
matters, they can not bee eſpyev, oꝛ heard 
of at any ſuche tyme : but when the Sel⸗ 
ſions are paſt, we can both heare and ſe 
that 
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that they haue their open meetings and 
ſolemne keaſtings togither, ſometimes at 
one houſe , ſometimes at another houſe 
amongſt themſelues with all fredome, 
. and libertie, pea, with al! ioplitie and lu⸗ 
| ſtineſſe, talking and ieſting at their plea⸗ 
ſlures, of the ſtate and of Religion, and fo 
foꝛth, whatſoeuer they liſt, to no god end 
A warrante you , noꝛ withoute vnhap⸗ 
pie meaning: As of late you hadde 
_* -ſome experience of it Nleſtwarde , I 
| p2ap God ere it be long, we haue not 
4 -Iyke experience here Caffwarde , and 
| all thzough oure owne- flacknefſe and 
. „ in looking to theie mats 
ers. 
Mell, nowe J conclude : Serue 
G O D, ſerue hys Churche, and haue 
an epe to thoſe men that bee enimies 
and diſturbers of it , and fo feruing 
God and his Churche, vou ſhall ſerue 
youre Pꝛince and Countrey neuer a 
whitte the leſſe, but rather you ſhall 
ſerue them a greate deale moꝛe, and 
R a great 
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à great deale the better. Foz to ſerue God 
and his Churche, is the very head and be- 
ginning of poure whole ſeruice that you 
.now come fo2, and without that, whatſoe- 
auer otherwiſe pou doe, it is but headleſſe 
ſernice, pea, it is no ſeruice, nepther can 
vou ſerue poure P2ince and Countrep at 
all, except pou firlt ſerue the Church. And 
pour ſelues as pou are Chʒiſtian men, are 
this Churche, and the Qutene as the is a 
Chꝛiſtian Nuene , is the head of thys 
Church nexte vnder Chziffe. And therfoze 
maruell not, that J ſap vnto you, pon can 
not ſerue poure P2ince and Countrep, ex⸗ 
cept pou firff ſerue the Churche, whereof 
Le is the head, and pon the members, 
The God of all grace and of all mer⸗ 
cles, ſo diſpoſe our heartes, ſo direc oure
